POPULATION WILL BE MUCH! 
GREATER THAN ANTICIPATED 


Reports from Census Bureau Officials | 
Indicates that the Population in| 
Many Districts is Considerably; 
Larger Than Was Expected—Great | 
Increases in Population West of 
The Great Lakes. 


Ottawa,.—Canada’s initial census 
taking, which began June 1, will take 
three years to complete. The tabulat- 
ing and analysis of the population, 
figures of the extensive information 
asked for in regard to trade, industry, 
ete., will keep the census bureau 
busy for that length of time. The 
total population will not be definitely | 
known until October, though an ap-| 
proximate figure may be given a 
month or so earlier, 

The returns will begin to come in 
from the cities in about a fortnight’s 
time, but the enumerators have three 
weeks’ time allowed to collect their 
work and the commissioners are al-| 
lowed another month in which to for- 
ward return to Ottawa. The work of 
tabulation and compilation will be 
done at the census bureau here, by 
specially divided tabulating and com- 
piling machines, similar to those used | 
in Washington for the census of last 
year. 

Charles W. Spicer, an official of the 
American census bureau who has been 
temporarily borrowed by_ the Cana- 
dian bureau, is now in Toronto sup- 
erintending the manufacture of a 
number of machines to be used in 
tabulating the schedules turned in by 
the enumerators. Reports from cen- 
sus bureau officials who have been re- 
viewing reports as to the prospective 
wosk required for the commissioners 
in the various parts of the Dominion, 
indicated that the population in many | 
districts is considerably larger than 
was estimated. The final figures will 
probably show a population increase 
of about 50 per cent, during the de- 
cade, West of the Great Lakes it is 
estimated there are now about a mil- 


lion and a half more people than 
there were in 1901. Eastern Canada)

Surveys for the Location Will Start 
from Calgary Within Six 
Weeks 
Calgary.—Within six weeks a gen- 
eral survey for the location of the Al- 
berta, Electric Railroad from Calgary 
to Banff, Medicine Hat, Lethbridge 
and Macleod, will be commenced uac- 
cording to the local manager George 
E. Wood, who emphatically denied 
the current rumor that the C.P.R. 
had made overtures with a view to 

gaining possession of the road, 

The report was that the C. P. R. had 
got control of the charter, recently 
granted by the government, fearing 
serious opposition in transportation in 
the southern country, which the elec- 
trie road covers thoroughly. 

“We intend going straight ahead 
with the survey and construction of 
our lines as soon as we can,”’ said Mr. 
Wood, who also made known that in- 
stead of employing power generated 
by water or gas, the road would be 
up-to-date in that it will be furnished 
with gasoline engines. 

There are only four roads on the 
American continent operated by this 
means, and Mr. Wood says that a 
careful investigation has led the di- 
rectors of the Alberta Electric to be- 
lieve that this means of locomotion is 
far ahead of steam. 

“The gasoline trains are made just 
like the ordinary trains with sleepin 
cars and dining cars,”’ said Mr. Wood, 
“when they are in operation we shall) 
have one of the most modern systems 
on the continent.” 


Should Dominions Be Consulted 


London.—At the Imperial confer- 
ence recently, Premier Fisher, of 
Australia, said that the time had 


arrived when each state should be in- 
formed and if:need be consulted be- 
fore Britain entered into any arrange- 
ments with other countries by which 
the interests of all were affected. 

Sir Edward Grey said that consulta- 
tion had been given the right to make 
her own treaties. It might embarrass 
the home government if it had to 
consult the dominions and if the do- 
minions insisted it would imply that 
they should take part in that war. 
On the whole the matter had better 
be left entirely to the home govern- 
ment. 

The declaration of London, which 
led to the discussion, was an immense 
step in advance of the first step to- 
wards arbitration between nations.

NEW LINE TO MEDICINE HAT | 


It Will Run South of the Bow River| 


and May Become the Main 
Line of the Road 

Taber.—The new line of railway 
that will run east from Calgary to 
Medicine Hat along the south side of 
the Bow river, and that will serve a 
large territory at present not traversed 
by any railway, is now being located 
by the Canadian Pacific railway, 

In charge of J. R. Paget, of the en- 
gineering department of this railway, 
a party of surveyors are at present 
working some thirty or forty miles 
north of Taber, carrying on the loca- 
tion of the new line. 

From him,it was learned that the C. 
P. R. have to make a new route for 
their main Tine between Calgary and 
the Hat because of the fact that a 
better grade can be secured south of 
the Bow river

Wonderful Tuberculosis Cure 

Montreal.—Montreal is to be the 
scene of a scientifically-equipped dis- 
pensary, in which the new cure for 
tuberculosis which has wrought mir- 
acles throughout Europe will be tried 
as a means for combatting the white 
plague. 

Dr. Roger Royen, son of the emin- 
ent Professor oyen, of the Insti- 
tute Deyen, of Paris, has arrived in 
Montreal, and*will-himself make the 
preliminary arrangements for experi- 
ments in the cure by which his father 
has, to a great extent, revolutionized 
the treatment of tuberculosis in the 
older world. The name given to the 
discovery is ‘‘Mycolisine,”’ which, to 
the student, reveals that the fluid is 
a composition of the organic arsenic 
of colloidal and 
ment. 

Inside of two years more than one 
hundred experiments were made in 
France, Belgium, Holland and Switz- 
erland, with 99 per cent. cures as the 
result. 

This new dispensary will be free. 


A Plot to Kill Madero. 

El Paso, Tex.—A plot was discov- 
ered in Juarez to assassinate Madero. 
He was to be killed at a ball given 
there. When the plot was discovered 
enough dynamite was being carried 
into the ball room to blow up the en- 
tire building. About 500 seople, in- 
eluding Senor Madero rae his wife, 
were the principals and spectators of 
a grand march when about 11 o’clock 
# man was stopped at the entrance. 
Out of the man’s pocket was pulled a 
large tin can, which was filled with 
dynamite and provided with a time 
fuse. The insurrecto police assert 
that had the dynamite exploded in 
the ball room no one would have 
escaped injury. The opinion is ex- 
pressed by the Juarez authorities that 
the presence of the dynamite at the 
ball is only part of an elaborate con- 
spiracy formed in Mexico City and 
other places by a political party op- 
posed to Madero, and that further de- 
velopments are expected.

| Alberta 


Kill Retains Her Ranching 
Features. 

Alberta is a greater cattle country 
now than it ever was in the old ranch- 
‘ing days. Surprising though it may 
seem, this statement is borne out by 
statistics which show that the pro- 
{vince last year exported more beef 
than in any previous year in its his- 
tory. 

Once upon a time all that Alberta 
had in the way of industries was the 
fur trade. Then the country became 
the mecca of cattle and horse ranch- 
ers, finally the ranchers were crowded 
out in most parts and the cry was 
raised that the ranching industry was 
killed, 

In 1906 the ranchers of the pro- 
vince sold off their surplus stock and 
{a general. clean-up was observed 
throughout the cattle country. Men 
with great herds of cattle sold almost 
every hoof; other men with just as 
| big ranches cut down the number of 
their herds so as to be able to run 
them on their restricted ranges. 

The homesteader had come in and 
taken up the ranch country, he had 
| broken the ground and planted wheat, 
| he had brought a few cows. The big 
ranchers declared the cattle industry 
was dead, the range’ was gone, the 
herds were gone, and the cattle could 
not be raised. In 1906 the ranchers 
made their big sale, 114,000 head in 
all, The ranches were swept clean of 
almost everything saleable. 

The two following years the cattle 
shipments were low, 93,000 in 1908 and 
80,000 head in 1907. 
| when the homesteaders began to have 
something to turn off themselves. The 
total of the cattle shipments of that 
ties was 127,000 head, more than the 


tp to 1906. But the increase did not 


put was increasing and in 1910 the 
total number of beef cattle sold in 
Hae provites of Alberta was 154,000 
head. 


It is declared by those who thor- | 


oughly understand the cattle business 
that it is but now in its infancy. 
There will come a time not far distant 
| when Alberta will be supplying hun- 
| dreds of thousands of head of beet to 
| the markets of the world, an even 
better grade than those that were fat 
tened on the ranges by the big ranch- 
ers. In the old days a beef steer was 
| allowed to range until fat. In the 
| fall he was in good shape and was 
turned off for sale. There was no grain 
feeding. Even the spring cattle that 
were sold were fattened simply on 
j hay. But Alberta beef, with its sim- 
| ple method of improvement, was good 
| beet and was desired on the markets. 

Now a great deal of the cattle that 
| are sold are from small farmers, men 
with five or ten or fifteen head to 
sell in a year. These animals are 
fed the winter around, they are taken 
up and grain fed for market, the 
| grade of Alberta beef is going up. It 
nas been proven that the small lives 
ers are bringing more wealth to Al- 
berta than the big cattle ranches, and 
the cattle industry, at one time four 
or five years ago pessimistically de- 
clared to be dead, has proven to be 
simply in an infant state of develop- 
ment with every prospect of becoming 
one of the greatest industries of the 
province, second only to the raising 
of grain. 

The official figures for the live stock 
shipments and sales of Alberta since

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Mr. Walter Allward Has Had an In- 
teresting Career. 


No man of his age in the Dominion 
has had a more interesting career 
than Mr. Walter Allward, of Toronto, 
the foremost sculptor of English- 
Hast Canada. He was born in 
that city ia June, 1875, and with a 
public school education began, to 
study architecture at the age of four. 
teen. But carving and clay modeling 
came natural to him, and were his 
chief hobbies, He stayed four years 
in the architect's office, and then be- 
gan his work of scu'pture in earnest 
At that time he could not even study 
this art in a school, ard, as a pro. 
fession, it seemed to offer ‘small pros- 
pects. Mr. Allward, however, went 
on with his work undiscouraged. He 
couldn't go away to study—he had to 
earn a living. So he made busts and 
sold them and studied assiduously all 
the time, getting all the light possible 
on the methods of such French sculp- 
tors as Fremiet and Paul Dubois. 
His first large work of note was the 
Northwest Rebellion monument in 
Queen's Park, Toronto. Then he 
nroduced the statues of Governor 
Simcoe and Sir Oliver Mowat. After 
his marriage, Mr. Allward tpent 
some time in Europe, and since then 
he has been constantly employed on 
larger and more important works. 
Chief among these, probably, is his 
impressive memorial to tie Canadian 
heroes of the South African war, 
which stands in University avenue, 
Toronto. Among his other now fam- 
ous outside statues are the John 
Sandfield Macdonald monument in 
Queen's Park, Toronto; the Nicholas 
Flood Davin memorial, in Beechwood 
Cemetery, Ottawa; the Baldwin-La- 
fontaine group on Parliament Hill, 
Ottawa, and the memorial to Dr. Bell, 
inventor of the telephone, at Brant- 
ford, Ont. 

Mr. Allward’s studio 1s on Walker 
avenue, Toronto. When he begins a 
statue he first records his inspiration 
in a small figure of dark green wax. 
Then he makes another with more 
detail, in either wax or clay. If the 
design is to be submitted for approval 
still another figure is made—in the 
case of a single statue—of one-third 
or one-half life size. If the work is 
a group a cast in plaster of Paris is 
arranged in the shape of a complete 
model. Weeks and months are spent 
in this preliminary work. 
his life models have been satisfac- 
tory, the monument is commenced 
“in large.” This is done in wax on a 
large skeleton of iron and _ wood. 
Then it is boxed up and sent to the 
United States to be cast in bronze. 
There are no bronze-casting works in 
Canada able to do such work. He goes 
down to Providence, R.I., to inspect 
the casting. Then from Mr. Allward’s 
blue prints the contractor builds the 
foundation and erects the monument, 

il Mr. Allward’s work is marked 
by deep human feeling, as well as

Co. the balance. ‘I'he output of Cape 
Breton county was 4,2U5,131 tons, 
which is a considerable increase over 
that of 1909, when 3,634,392 tons were 
raised. The great bulk of this ton- 
nage was raised by the Dominion Coal 
Co., with 3,244,754 tons, and the Nova 
Scotia Stee! & Coal Co. with 836,348 
tons.

In this present year of scarcity, 
there is a greater demand than usual 
in England for Canadian cider, The 
supply from Canada hus been limited 
owing to the small crop of apples and 


the greater portion retailed for con- | 


sumption as fruit. Inquiries are there- 
fore being made for fresh sources of 
supply. In connection with these in- 
quiries it is worth while pointing out 
that while in the south of England the 
superiority of local-made cider is 
strongly asserted, there is in the mid- 
lands considerable demand for the im- 
ported product. It is claimed that ow- 
ing to the greater sunshine prevailing 
during the ripening season, Canadian 
apples yield a finer article than can 
be obtained even from the best blends 
of English varieties.—Canadian Cen- 
tury.

portraits not only of the late Kin

Sir Luke first gained repute as a 
painter of Knglish and Venetian sub- 
jects, ufterwards turning his attention 
to portraits. His tirst picture, “Fair, 
Quiet, and Sweet Rest,’ was exhibit 
ed at the Academy thirty-nine years 
ago, and is separated by an interval 
of thirty years from the state portraits 
of King Edward. His celebrated pic- 
ture, “The Doctor,” tovk the artistie 
world by storm, and is regarded as 
one of the most striking of moderp 
vorks, 

Sir Luke tells an amusing story of 
an inquisitive visitor to a picture gal- 
lery. Observing a man standing in 
tapt attention before a certain paint 
ing, the visi or ventured to put the 
query: ‘vid you paint that. picture, 
ire” “Paint taut pi ture?” echoed the 
enraptured one coutemptuously. ‘Not 
me. 1 made the frame!” 

Sir Luke also has a good story of a 
rustic whom he employed as a model 
for the bridegroom in ‘‘The Village 
Wedding.” Soon after the drawing be- 
gan, the artist noticed that his model 
became very pale, He made him rest, 


| and presently work was resumed. The 
| model soon became more ghastly than 


ever. “You don’t seem well,” said 
~ir Luke. ‘“l’m a‘right, zur,” answer- 
ed the model, ‘only for holding me 
breath so long!”

The picture was painted for Mr, (al- 
terwards Sir) Henry Tate.

Killed |.. War Are Eaten. 

Walter Goodfellow, who led a Brit 
ish epedition into Duteh New Gui 
oea, says of the very primitive people 
found there: “The natives wear no 
clothing, but this needs to be qualified 
in the case of widows in mourning. 
At such time a woman is very much 
covered up, ~.e Wears elaborate grass 
clothes, like a long mantle, and has 
@ thing resembling a huge poke bon- 
net over her heau. She also paints 
her face with yellow ucner. ‘The na- 
tives mourn tor men, Lut not much 
for women, At the moment of death a 
great wailing or screaming is set up, 
and everybody covers wiself with 
mud. The dead are always buried in 
the morning about an nour before 
daylight. Wuring the night tne whole 
Villuge evidently sit up wailing. One 
Would Sturt ol in a quavering voice 
hign above ail toe other voices, aud 
they would keep this up for hours 
aud hours. The Uirge or wailing song 
which they chanted was most iupres; 
sive during the silence of the nigat, 
and the tup-tap-tap of the tomiwm 
accompanying 11 uuded tw the etfect. 
About un hour beiore daylight they 
Would tuke the body olf to bury it, 
and one heard thus walling with the 
fegular tap-tap-tup of tue tomtom 
gradually dying away in the distance. 

“ho tueir Nuts licy preserved tue 
skulls of their relatives. Dz Wollus- 
ton and 1 went duwn another river 
and visited @ very large Viuage where 
we desired to coluect sume skulls. Lt 
was always ratner diuicult to establish 
trade at rst, but alter the first sny- 
hess had worn off we found the na- 
tives only too ready to sell the skulls 
they had. One womun brought out 
tne skull of a child and wished to sell 
it to us. Presently the whole village 
street looked like 4 Golgotha, all tne 
people having put the skulls they 
owned outside taeir huts. ‘Lney did 
not ask us to buy them, but they evi- 
dently hoped we would do so. very 
house hau three or tour skulls set out 
in front of it. Another time a man 
brought the skull of his young wite 
to sell. It struck me as being a par- 
ticularly gruesome sight, because he 
stood there tor a long time with the 
skull under his arm, 

“The natives seem to attach no im- 
portance to the lives of the women, 
\.2 once saw a man drowning @& wo- 
man and rescued her. We yot her on 
to the bank, where she lay for some 
time before she was sufliciently re- 
covered to get up and crawl away 
to the village. if could cite other 
examples to show that this is not 
an isolated instance of cruelty. Can. 
nibalism is not practiced by the Mi- 
mika people as a general custom, but 
enemies killed in warfare are eaten.”

House Numbers. 


Before the advent of the house 
number, only business signs, coats of 
arms, and house names marked the 
different buildings. Then, in London, 
for instance, one had to look for Mr. 
Jones, should he desire to call upon 
that man, in, say ‘Whitechapel, not 
far from the Blue Boar.” 

Tt is thought Berlin, in 1795, was 
the first city to employ the number- 
ing system. The German innovators 
did not put odd numbers on one side 
ef their streets and even numbers on 
the other; they merely started from 
the Brandenburg Gate and numbered 
straight ahead, taking no account of 
change of street.

The 
first house they numbered was num 
ber one, the last the number that be- 
tokened the total number of houses 
in the city.

FOOD COL9RS. 


You Like Brown Victuals You 
Are a Person of Refinement! 


An extraordinary food theory has 
been brought forward by Dr. J. 8. 
Goodall, lecturer to the Middlesex 
Hospital Medical School. He declares 
that when you enter a restaurant and 
select a chocolate-colored food you un- 
consciously show yourself a man of 
taste und refinement; but if, on the 
contrary, you show a partiality for 
yellow-colored foods, your taste is 
most probably low and vulgar. 

Dr. Goodall, in explaining his 
strange theory, says that he first made 
experiments with animals. ‘A cat, 
for instance,” he says, “is very much 
influenced by the color of its food. 
In one experiment I placed a number 
of pieges of meat, each tinted a dif- 
ferent color, before a cat. The ani- 
mal looked at each piece carefully, 
and then selected the red colo;e1 meat. 
Dogs, on the other hand, do not ap- 
pear to use their visual sense like 
cats, If the food smells all right a 
dog will eat anything. 

“Human beings are very sensitive 
as to the color of their food. By 
making. inquiries among caterers I 
found that chocolate-colored foods 
were easily the most populur among 
tha educated classes. The poorer 
classes have a liking for yellow. One 
of the reasons of this may be that they 
think such foods are richer than 
others,” 

Pink is by far the most’ popular col- 
or with children. If a child is offered 
the choice of a pink and a yellow 
sweet, the pink variety will invariably 
be selected. Curiously enough, how- 
ever, foods artistically colored green 
appear to be avoided by all, 

Dr. G. Norman Meachen, the well- 
known dietetic specialist, upholds the 
view that diners-out are largely influ- 
enced in their appetites by the color 
of the foods which are brought before 
them. 

“Certain colors,’ he says, ‘‘stimu- 


late the appetite and digestion, while | 


others have the reverse effect. White 
foods, such as white fish, are stimu- 
lants to the appetite. 

“Personally, my appetite has often 
been stimulated by certain colors. I 
have entered a restaurant with very 
feeble appetite and ordered a steak. 
The-steak has come up a crisp, red- 
dish, chocolate-brown in color, I look 
at it, and immediately begin to feel 
hungry. Brown baked potatoes have 
also this effect on me. 

“It is my theory that brown and 
blue are not conducive to a healthy 
appetite, and to sit down to dinner 
in a green-papered room a:ten des.roys 
one’s desire for food ut all.”

IT HAS CENTURIES YET 


CANADA'S FJR TRADE WILL AL- 
WAYS LEAD THE WORLD. 


The Great 3ub-Arctic Country Which 
Lies Beyond the Reach of the Plow 
Will Continue to Supply the De- 
mands of the Fair Sex Who Carry 
From $6 to $6,000 of Peltries on 
Them In Winter. 


One of the first things to strike the 
winter visitor in Montreal, ‘loronto, 
Quebec or Winnipeg is the amount of 
fur used in wearing apparel, says W. 
Kverard Edmonds in tne Canadian 
Century. in tne latter city alone, 
forty-tive thousand women wear furs 
costing from $5 to $5,000 a set. A 
low average cost of these furs is fixed 
ut $100, and the estimated investment 
amounts to $4,500,000, Men's turs 
form an important attribute of the 
trade, but an attribute only. It is 
the women who make possible the 
iminense tur business now conducted 
in tne leading Canadian centres. 

“The value of furs, which even a 
small woman can carry on her per- 
ron, is simply stupendous,” said a 
leading furrier, the other day, ‘‘No 
more do the tiny round muffs ap- 
pease. Instead, to-day, tae women de- 
mand a ‘rug,’ & ‘pillow,’ or a ‘lobster’ 
inuff, and taese are almost as large 
as one would expect from their names. 
Nor are the majority of women who 
wear furs satisued with one set. Some 
have fur coats and a muff and ‘throw’ 
in reserve. Others have two or three 
sets of neck furs for the various kinds 
of weather.” 

What tur shall be worn, is now 
largely a matter of fashion. For men. 
raccoon is still popular and stylish, 
but for women it has become too 
plain. Buttalo couts are like angel’s 
visits; and ermine skins, for which 
the kings of rrance once paid $160 a 
pelt, are now valued at a dollar. 

But does My Lady of Canada ever 
think of the wonderiul romance that 
lies behind her tnousand-dollar coat, 
and lurks in her silk-lined muff, Per- 
haps not, but there is a romance none 
the less. From the days of the ‘‘Com- 
pany of One Hundred Associates,” 
Canada’s, history has been wrapped 
in tur, and fur 1a playing an import- 
ant part in that lustory to-day. Fur, 
indeed, is one of our greatest assets; 
and in competition with other coun- 
tries, Canada will always take first 
place. - 

During recent years, all furs have 
advanced two hundred per cent., while 
some are worth ten and fifteen times 
what they were only a decade ag». 
The output of raw furs is increasing 
in value by leaps and bounds, and 
export statistics show only what 
amount leaves the country, ‘lhe larg- 
er companies, such as the Hudson 
Bay Co. and Revillon Brothers, send 
practically all of each season’s catch 
to Europe; but the many smaller 
companies devote their attention to 
supplying the hame market, 

he fur trade wll continue to be a 
permanent industry in Canada, for the 
simple reason that climatic and other 
conditions will prevent the great north 
hinterland from being anything but a 
gigantic fur preserve, For five months 
the Arctic chill gives place to the 
almost tropical summer, and during 
this comparatively long period the fur 
is worthless. Hunting is abandoned, 
and is not resumed until September, 
when the breeding season is over. In 
this way, Nature nas favored Canada, 
for, during the summer months the 
fur-bearing animals are left unmolest- 
ed by the hand of man. 

But the coming of autumn changes 
all that. From the scatterea trading 
posts, where they have spent the sum- 
mer, come the indian and half-breed 
trappers with their families and dogs, 
and the vast wilderness echoes to the 
sound of human voices once more. On 
gaining the shack each family pre- 
pares for the hunt; and perhaps not 
for months will they see their nearest 
neighbors twenty or thirty miles away. 

‘Inere is plenty of room, there in 
the North, and the trapper is sure of 
his grounds, The country is all map- 
ped out, and woe betide the trapper 
who trespasses on his neighbor’s pre- 
serve. No signs are put up, but the 
invader would meet the fate of the 
mining claim-jumper or the cowboy 
who stole a horse in the early days. 

As a rule, however, a trapper’s 
“line” is absolutely free from human 
molestation, His line may vary in 
length from ten miles to four times 
that distance — depending upon th: 
walking powers of the trapper—and 
is marked out so as to bring him 
home at the end of the day. Six or 
eight traps are set in each mile, and 
most of these are buried in little 
clumps of brush, piles of roots, or 
other shelter arranged so as to imi- 
tute nature, ‘The bait—almost any 
flesh will do; the animals of the north 
do not frequent Paris restaurants un- 
til after they are dead—is placed in 
the back part of the shelter; and the 
trap is set just beneath the entrance, 
buried, of course, in a layer of earth 
or moss, 

In the dusk of early morning the 
trapper sets out on his snowshoes 
like a policeman going on his beat 
His eye is keen and alert, and he goes 
armed, in case of trouble. The catch 
varies with each trip, and when he 
does not arrive at home at the usual 
hour, his family conclude that hi: 
duy has been u good one. All sorts of 
animals snarl at nim from the traps— 
fishers and martens, lynxes and minks, 
ermines and rabbits, to say nothing 
of an occasional owl or whisky-jack. 
As each animal is killed and removed, 
the trap is re-set, and it. may be long 
after dark beiore the hungry pedes- 
trian reaches his claim to enjoy his 
evening meal and to tell the story of 
the day’s adventures, 

When enough skins have been se- 
cured, u trip is made tu the nearest 
post, where they are sold at standard 
prices. In days gone by, the Indian 
trapper’s musket cost him a pile of 
skins reaching from the floor to the 
muzzle of the gun when it was held 
upright. Now, one can secure an ex- 
cellent rifle for a mere handiul of 

elts. Here in the store, the furs are 
ported and packed, ready to be trana- 
ferred to the headquarters of the 
bompany,

That it is better to save a child from 
crime than to send him to a reforma- 
tory afterwards is the key to the spirit 
that animated the people of Regina, 
Sask., in establishing a shelter—which 
was opened the other day—so as to 
deal effectively with the cases of child 
neglect that come before the courts. 
The movement for the betterment of 
the children was started two years 
ago, and the work began in a small 
way, a house being rented for it. The 
movement appealed to the citizens 
and a bylaw was passed voting ten 
thousand dollars, which enabled th 
directorate to erect the present build: 
ing and give it up-to-date equipment 

bn the ground floor, says The Re- 
gina Standard, in describing the build. 
ing, is the board room, where in fu 
ture the Juvenile Court will be held 
On this floor also are the dining-room 
and matron’s suite, while upstairs are 
dormitories, bathrooms and other of- 
tices, including rooms that can be used 
as isolation wards, A greut feature is 
the entire absence of anything sug- 
gestive of “an institution” about the 
turnishings of the home. The enamel- 
ed bedsteads are such as might be 
found in any well-to-do hoine, and the 
spotless linen and beautiful furniture 
will always be a pleasant memory in 
the minds of the children. During the 
short time the home has been in exist- 
ence over one hundred children have 
passed through it, the policy of the 
directors being to find homes for the 
children at the earliest opportunity, 
so that no child is detained any long- 
e than absolutely necessary. Even 
children comim.ited by the police may- 
istrate are allowed hom on _ parole, 
the parents, of course, being kept un 
der observation. ‘Ihree boys are at 
present on parole, who but for the in 
fluence of tne hume would in all like- 
lihood have been serving terms of im- 
prisonment,

Quaint Ritual 


Entire Ceremony of Crowning 
of King and Queen Is Sym- 
bolic of a Wedding to the 
British Nation. 


On June 22nd King George V. will 
be crowned in Westminster Abbey 
with all the quae rites. and elabor- 
ate ceremonials which, with the ex- 
ception of certain minor alterations, 
have been religiously observed at the 
coronation of every sovereign in Eng. 
land since the time of William the 
Conqueror. The ceremony is more 
Aieci! elaborate, und emblematic 
than in any other country of Europe. 
Every day for many wecks past the 
London newspupers have recorded 
the progress of the preparations for 
the supreme event, and announced 
fresh’ additions to the round of bril- 
liant functions which will make Lon- 
don—usually sober and absorbed in 
business—the gayest capital in the 
world this coming midsummer. 

Though the discontinuance of the 
banquet in Westminster Hall has 
robbed the coronation of some pic- 
turesque feudal customs, the cere- 
Mony in the Abbey has been moat

Jealously guarded in every detail of 
its impressive ritual. From _ begin- 
ning to end it is intensely symbolic; 
the series of acts presenting the King 
in his triple capacity of priest, soldier 
and civil magistrate. Each article of 
the regalia symbolizes one or other of 
these functions, all being summed up 
in the crown itse}f—‘the round and 
top of sovereignty.”’ The richly-jewel- 
ed sceptre with the dove recalls the 
peaceful days of Edward after the ex- 
pulsion of the Danes, and the gloves 
are a reminder of his abolition of the 
Danegelt—a token that the King’s 
hands should be moderate in the 
taking of taxes, 

The coronation ring of pure gold, 
with a magnificent ruby carved with 
a St. George's cross, and surrounded 
by diamends, typifies the marriage of 
the sovereign to his people, and has 
been poetical'y called ‘‘England’s 
wedding ring.”’ The anointing with 
oil is traced back to the setting apart 
of the first King of Israel. The am. 
pulla, the vessel of pure gold in 
which the consecrated oil is contain- 
ed, is in the shape of an eagle with 
outstretched wings, the oil being 

oured out of its beak. The spoon 
nto which it is poured is of silver, 
richly gilt, and adorned on the han- 
die with four large pearls. These two 
articles, it is interesting to note, are 
supposedeto be the sole relics of the 
original regalia of England. demolish- 
ed by the ruthless Cromwell at the 
time of the Civil War. 

The existing emblems were made 
on the old models for the coronation 
of Charles II. The curtana, or sword 
of Mercy, is the principal one in dig- 
nity of the three which are carried 
unsheathed before the King. It has 
no point, its blunted blade being a 
token of mercy. The sword of Justice 
to the Spirituality, is pointed, but 
somewhat obtuse; and the sword of 
Justice to the Temporality is sharp 
pointed. The tcabbards of all three 
are covered with a rich brocaded 
tissue of cloth and studded with gilt 
ornaments, The sword of State is a 
two-handed weapon, with a scabbard 
of crimson velvet, decorated with 
gold plates of the royal badges, 

The orb, the symbol of dominion, 
which is placed in the King’s hand 
immediately before the crowning, is 
a ball of gold six inches in diameter, 
surmounted by a fine amethyst, 
which forms the pedestal of a cross

of guld studded with precious stones. 
The right of holding the orb is the 
sole prerogative of reigning kings and 
queens, a custom adopted by the 
early Saxon sovereigns from the 
Roman emperors. An amusing story 
is told of the late Queen Victoria, 
who, it would seem, was not duly 
impressed by this great privilege. 
When Lord John Thynne, who was 
acting for the Dean of Westminster at 
her coronation, presented the orb te 
the Queen, she asked: ‘What am I 
to do with it?’ ‘Your Majesty is to 
carry it, if you please, in your hand.” 
“Am 1?" said the Queen, “it is very 
heavy.” 

Legend and mysticism surround 
more than one object associated with 
the ancient ceremonial, The corona- 
tion ring, according to the “Golden 
Legend,” was given by Edward the 
Confessor to a beggar who asked 
elms of him. Not long afterwards 
two English pilgrims in the Holy

Land met an aged man who gave 
them the very ring, and asked them 
to return it to the King and tell him 
that the supposed beggar was none 
other than St. John the Evangelist. 
Another quaint mediaeval story re- 
counts how the anointing .oil was 
miraculously delivered to *Thomus 
Becket by the Virgin Mary." The ob- 
ject, however, to which most mystery 
and interest attach is the coronation 
stone, or “Stone of Destiny,” in the 
famous King Edward's chair, in 
which the actual crowning takes 
place. It was brought to London in 
1296 by Edward I., from Scone in 
Scotland, where the Scotti-h kings 
had been crowned upon it for genera. 
tions. According to the legend, the 
stone is actually that on which the 
Patriarch Jacob pillowed his head at 
Bethel. It was conveyed to Egypt, 
from whence it was brought to Spain 
by Guethelus, the founder of the 
Scottish nation, finding its way after- 
wards to Ireland, and eventually to 
the church at Scone. On its removal 
to Westminster Abbey, Edward had 
the present chair made to receive it; 
and dedicated it to the Confessor, 
and since then every English sove- 
reign has been crowned in the his- 
toric seat, which is richly draped tor 
the occasion. 

The chair known as Queen Mary's 
chair, which was made for Mary II. 
and in which the third sovereign of 
that name is about to be crowned, is 
a close imitation of its ancient con- 
sort. On one occasion this royal seat 
was usurped by a Westminster 
schoolboy, who secreted himself over. 
night in the Abbey, and scratched on 
the back of it this brief record of his 
temerity: “P. Abbott slept in this 
chair, July, 1800." 

The vestments which the King will 

ut on after the ceremony of anoint- 
ng will consist of: (1) The colobium 
sindonis, a simple lawn garment; 
(3) the supertunica or dalmatic, a 
long coat of cloth of gold, with wide 
sleeves; (3) the armilia, or stole, a 
band of cloth of gold three inches 
wide, and (4) the imperial mantle or

pall, resembling a cope, and fastening 
n front with a morse or clasp. Kin) 
George will not wear the iiperiat 
mantle used by the late King, as was 
his first intention, having been given 
by Lord Ancaster, whose great-grandr 
father, Lord Gwydyr, was formerly 
Lord Great Chamberlain, the vest- 
ment of singular beauty and richness 
worn by QGveorge IV., whose corona- 
tion exceeded all others in magnifi- 
cence and cost no less than $1,215,- 
000. The garment is of the finest 
cloth of gold, and a beautiful example 
of the handloom industry of the 
Spitalfields weavers, Into its ser- 
vice are woven the badges of the 
three kingdoms of England, Scotland, 
and Ireland 

The interior will represent a baron- 
jal hall, with its timbered roof sup- 

tted by wooden pillars and arched 
eams, and its walls covered with 
tapestries and arms. The great car- 
pet, which will stretch from the 
west door mght up to the dais, or 
“theatre,” on which the King will 
tit enthroned after he has been 
crowned, is woven in two shades of 
blue, the foundation being of royal 
blue, on which are emblems of the 
noble orders and the initials “G. and 
M.,"’ surmounted by a crown. The 
design is no less than 42 feet in 
length. On the “theatre” itself and 
in the royal Soxes the carpe) is to 
have no design, being of a plain 
royal blue. For the seating of the 
vast and brilliant company, chairs of 
Chippendale pattern, upholstered in 
silk, will be provided throughout the 
Abbey 

On the evening preceding the 
coronation, the regalia will be con- 
veyed from the Tower to the Jerusn- 
lem Chamber of the Abbey, and left 
in charge of the Dean of Westminster, 
being closely guarded all through the 
night by the picturesque Yeomen of 
the Guard, Eurly next morning they 
will be laid on a table in the vesti- 
bule, so as to be distributed to those 
orivilege persons who carry them di- 
rectly before the prinees of the blood 
royal, who aaihits the King in the 
proces:ion up the risie. The veste 
ments will be deposited previously in 
a special place in the Abbey conveni- 
tnt to the ultar.
